SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION:

On Augug 18, 2003, the Commission ingtituted this investigation based upon a complaint filed
by Tilig, Inc. and TiliaInternationd (collectivey, “Tilid’). 68 FR49521. At the sametime, the
Commission provisondly accepted a motion for temporary relief filed by Tilia Initscomplaint, Tilia
alleges that the accused imported products infringe claims 3, 4, 6, 24-25, and 34 of U.S. Patent No.
4,941,310 (“the * 310 patent”). The notice of investigation named Applica, Inc., Applica Consumer
Products, Inc.; ZeroPack Co., Ltd.; The Holmes Group, Inc.; and The Riva Company as respondents.
On January 15, 2004, the Commission determined not to review an ID denying Tilia s motion for
temporary relief.

On February 3, 2004, Tiliamoved pursuant to rules 210.21(a)(1) to withdraw claims 24 and
25 of the * 310 patent from the investigation. Respondents and the Commission investigetive attorney
did not oppose the motion. On February 18, 2004, the ALJissued an ID granting Tilia's motion to
withdraw claims 24 and 25 of the * 310 patent from the investigation. No petitions of the ID were filed.

This action is taken under the authority of section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930, 19 U.S.C.
1337, and section 210.42 of Commission’s Rules of Practice and Procedure, 19 C.F.R. 210.42.
